THE BRITISH ADVENT ” 

‘The reasons for the acauisition of the 
Colony make a rather Jong story, but 
may be summarised briefly, Th 
of the so-called Qolum= Wars” had 
broken out between Britoln and China, 
mainly owing’ to, frictian at Canton, 
where forelyn merchants had estabtish- 
ed themselves In the trading centres 
known -as factories: Hostilitles ceased 
at the beginning of 1841. and the de- 
eston to take over Hongkong fn place 
of the Canton. factories, which had 
heen reached in 1840, was then carried 
Inte effect. The Treaty of Nanking, 
confirming the cession of Hongkong. 
w aigned on August 20, 1842. 

The following Interesting account of 
the tanding on tte island has been 
left by Captain Slr Edward  Betcher, 
nen. Ino a narrative of the voyane 
round the world of IL.M.S, Sulphur in 
1036-1842; 

“On the return of the 
(fo Macno) on the 24th (of January, 
141) we were directed to proceed to 
Hongkong. und = commence its survey. 
We Innded on Monday, the 25th, 1841, 
at fifteen minutes past cight am. and 
being the bonn fide first possessors, Her 
Majesty’a health was drunk with three 
cheers on Possession Mount. 
20th the squadron arrived; the marines 
were landed, the unlon (fing) hoisted 
on cur post, and formal possession 
taken of the Island, by Commodore Sir 
J. J. G. Bremer, accompanied by the 
other oMecers of the squadron, under a 
feu-de-jole from the other marines, and 
wu royal enlule from the ships of war.” 

It Is interesting to note that Possession 
Polnt. (now a Chinese — recreation 
yround) oppeara on older plans of the 
city, situated not far from the water- 
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HONGKONG attains its hundredth year under British suzerainty in difficult 
times: conditions in a war-torn world prevent fitting celebration of a great historic 
event in the Colony’s history. Nevertheless, Hongkong stands to-day a monument 
of British foresight, enterprise, and stamina; it is still a haven of refuge, a symbol of.

The reference to Macao $s expinined 
by the fact that, when the war with 
Chinn broke out, Britlsh and other 
foreign residents evacuated Canton and 
took refuge in the friendly Portuguese 
colony unfit hostillties; were over, and 
for a time British Interests In Chinn had 
been directed from Macao. 


On January 20, 1841, a Circular wns 
issued from Macoo by Captaln Elliot, 
who was Chiet Superintendent of Trade 
and Her Majesty's Plenipotentiary ‘in 
China, announcing the cession of ‘the 
faland ond harbuur of Hongkong to the 
British Crown (as part of the terms of 
the peace with the Chinese), Captaln 
Elliot orrived a few dnys Inter, taking 
formal possession of the Colony on 
January 26; and from aboard H.M.S. 
Wellestey in the harbour, on February 
2 following, issued - Proclamation’ 


Ses ae 
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whereby he became the first ndministra- 
tor of Hongkong under Britlsh  rul 
pending npnointment of an administra- 
tor from England.. 


By that proclamation, all Chinese 
then realding on the {sland became 
British subjec they numbered ap- 
proximately 5,000. The istand was al- 
most barren, with a few constal villages, 
mainly Inhabited by fisherfolk who 
whenever occasion offered turned 
pirntes, The excellent harbour was 
the only asset with which Captain Elllot 
commenced setting {in motlon the 
machinery of British enterprise which 
wos destined to bulld up the Colony as 
we know it to-day. 


INCLUSION OF KOWLOON 


The Colony of Hongkong contlnued 
to comprise merely the Island area until 
186, when the small ceded territory 
of Kowloon peninsula was ,taken over. 
After the second war with China— 
known as the “Arrow” War. owing to 
{ts being the result. of an: attack at 
Canton’ on a lorcha of that name, 
fying the Britlsh flag and owned by 
Hongkong Chinese—it was felt that for 
the proper defence of the {sland a 
rection of the mainland should atso be 
in ‘British possession. The war had 
concluded In 1858, but broke out again, 
and it was not untl) 1860 that hostilities 
ceased, The cession of, Kowloon had

been arranged, and the territory, up to 
what fa now Boundary Street, and com. 
prising about four- square miles, was 
formally ceded on Jnnuary 19, 1661; 
when Lord Elgin (who had come out 
ns specint pleninotentlary to Chinn 
with the expeditionary force) and 
other officials representing the British 
Government, had a meeting in Kow- 
loon with the mandarins representing 
China. A party of British troops were 
present at what must’ have been a 
picturesque ceremony, when n clod of 
earth wrapped in paper was handed 
to the principal Chinese! delegate, and 
returned, as n symbol of the transfer 
of the territory. The, Royal Standard 
was raised, three cheers given for 
England and the Queen, and o Seu-de- 
jole was: fired by the troops. 


The Mandarin’ of Kowloon City: still 
retnined hls yamen at that old town, 
and it was not until much Inter that 
British suzerninty extended to the area. 

The development of Kowloon * pro- 
ceeded apace, and Portuguese residents 
were’ prominent in this pioncering 
work; but that is referred to more fully 
in onother article.

EARLY ADMINISTRATION 
Though Captain EWlot was the first 
administrator, the first oMcer to. bear 
the title of Governor of Hongkong 
was Sir Henry Pottinger. cco. This 
wns owing to the technical formalities 
of taking over Hongkong as a British 
Crown Colony: so that Sir Henry 
commenced as Administrator and con- 
cluded his term of oMce os Governor. 
Mr A. R. Johnston succeeded Captain 
Elifot on June 22, 1941, as Administra- 
tor, Sir Henry Pottinger assuming'oMce 
on August 12.the same year, and being 
appolnted Governor on June 26, 1843, 
when the Island was officially de- 
slgnoted “the Colony of Hongkong.” 
These corly administrators, In fact. 
were Superintendents of Trade, 
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polrited at thestime British intorests ,- 
in China were solely commercial; the 
Kovernorship followed when formal 
recognition of the Colony os a part of..° 
the Bridsh Empire, and of more than 
mere trading importance, was estab- 
Ashed. ee te :

It is when we read

Space has not permitted the use of much material which: ; 


could perhaps have embellished this article; and most of the fact 


and commentary Is necessarily confined to the earlier. period of |. 
Hongkong history, It should serve however to give the reader, 
who sees the more recent developments before him to-day, a 
clearer picture of the past, and. perhaps a vision of the future.’ 


When the British Government took 
over Hongkong, It had to face a 
formidable tnak of develo ment: fo 
great, Indeed, and faced with so many 
setbacks, menaced by malarial fevers 
that killed many of the carly settlers, 
that it was suggested ln some quartera in 
1844 that the place should be aban- 
doned, and a more northerly settlement 
be made at Chusan. However, the 
early administrators malitained 4 
faith in Hongkong which has proved 
well Justified; and when Chusnn was 
handed back to the Chinese after the 
hostillties concluded, all encrgies were 
bent on making this Colony n stronit- 
hold of British -trade and enterprise, 
and later the guardian of Britain's 
Anterests in the Far East. | 


An entire volume could be Alled 
with a-detaited account of the frowth 
of the Colony In the past hundred 
years. It suffices to give here a brict 
survey of the: development of the 
island, its steady increase in import- 
nnee, and the socin) and other chances 
thnt took place. 


The Chinese population settled on the} 
Island in 1840 was probably not much 
more than the §,00! estimated in one 
of the old chronicles, with o few 
hundred others forming partly a Aoat- 
ing ond partly a pirntical section of 
the resident!al population. There were 
altogether fourteen or fifteen vill 
and hamlets.. The villagers cultivated 
veretables much as they dd to-day, and 
especially was this observed at Wonk- 
neichong, at the upper end of Happy 
Valley, at thot time nearer the soa- 
front and connected with the sea by 
means of a creck the remnant of which 
In seen to-dny Int Bowrington Canal, 
Another fairly Inrge community existed 
In the viclnity of Shaukiwan, and ojd- 
estnblished villages were situated at 
Chekchu (now known os Stanley) and 
Shekpalwan fnew Aberdeen), with 
Heungkong |] Tent . (Little Hongkonit} 
probably the best-known acitlemens, 
though Chekchu seems to chave been 
the most Important. 


The cariiest arrivals In the British 
‘community were, apart from Govern- 
‘ment afMieials and the defence forces, 
largely merchants, rome coming 
from Macao: and Canton. | Many 
Ghinese traders also arrived within the 
first few months, and_ settled in the 
new city, which was formally named 
Victorin on June 29, 1843, . 


Alinost as soon as Hongkong was 
oceupled, barracks were set up for the 


-enrly—garrison_and_work_on. business | t 


- premises and godowns, and the ercc: 
tion of dwelling houses, went on as 
ossible. Artisans. flocked 
here from Canton and Macao, xhops 
were opened, and ronds were con- 
structed. Most of this tlevelopment,

‘| naturally, took place along the strip of 


seafront which now forms the ‘heart 


of the city. 


Old records, plans and sketches rhow 
that- the business and residential 
premises were side by side: in a new 
settlement, merchants desired) to be 
near thelr offices. The head of one of 
the oldest firms, Dent. nnd Compuny, 
had a fine house, with a large garden, 
in the area between Zetland Strect an 
Duddell Strect as we know them to- 
day. His offices were on the other side 
of Queen's Road, approxiinately where 
Marina House now stands. His go-| 
downs were on the seafront adjoining, 
where to-day we have Des Voeux Road, 
In visuollsing Old Hongkong we have 
to benr in mind that the water's edge 
was along the south side of Des Vocux 
Road, which was not thon. in existence. 
The ploncers found o track running 
along the harbour front o few yords 
from the shore: this they developed 
into the city’s main strect, and named 
It after the Queen (Queen's Rond). It 
was reclamation work carried out much 
later in the Colony’s history which gave 
us the present Praya (Connaught 
Road) on the senfront, Statue Square,

FROM MANSION TO SLUM 


The chief residenttal arenas of those 
carly dnys are now completely bil- 
terated under shop and slum property. 


(residence on the Penk had not then 
been thought of) had thelr homes In 
an area adjoining Wyndham Street. : 
D'Aguilar Strect, Wellington Street and 
Hollywood Rend; while the devclop- 
ment of the Wanchnl district, where a 
large picr and a number of godowns 
were erected, Ied to many residences 
belng erected there ss well. It is 
interesting nowndays to recall that 
Spring Garden Lane, sounding so pic- 
turesquc, commemorates the existence 
in the, forties of several houses with 
gardens, and a small stream fed by a 
spring at the back, flowing: fram the 
hillside where Kennedy Rond Is now 
situated, This later became one of 
the most unsavoury quarters of* the 
city: and the Praya Enst reclamation 
of fifteen yenrs ago entirely changed 
the seafront. 


Further out towards Happy Valley. 
the firm of Jardine, Matheson 
Company, ploneers of the old days, 
erected their spacious godewna an 
vier, at East Point, and thelr taipan’s 
ouse on the hill at- the back of the 
storchouses, sold some years ago to the 
Inte Mr Lee Hysan, and since made 
unrecognisable by devclopment, though 
some of the hill remains, 


The, godowns standing to-day at East 
Point Gate back to the very Beginning 
of the Colony—part of the premises 
were constructed in 1841, and in use 
to this date is a structure which was 
completed In 1843, so well bullt that it 
stands as strong as when ‘the builders 
handed it over, 


The earliest shelters must have been 
mere matsheds, but within a few 
months there were substantlal brick 
und stone houses. With the develop- 
ment of the business ‘side, the social 
and spiritual needs were not neglected, 
and among the earliest premises were 
also clubs and churches. 


it was necessary in the carliest yeara 
accommodate the administrative 
departments. The first Government 
House, according to a persistent tradi- 
tion which, unfortunately, ‘fs not accom- 
panied by  doctunentary evidence, 
existed nt Spring Gardens, . Wanchai.

The site where the old portlon of 
the Botanic Gardens is to-day wns 
originally clenred for building a per- 
manent residence for the Governor (In 
1842) but the plan was altered, 
apparently, so as to place the building 
a Httle lower down, 


The Governor's resilence on the 
Penk, now known -os Mountain Lodge, 
wns completed In 1867, pnd. was one 
of the very first houses built on the 
-Peak. It may be added thot it was 
reconstructed jn 1902, ° 


The Clvil Service came Into being 
early and had to be accommodated. 
When the Licutenant Governor, the 
General OMcer Commanding (Major 
General George -C. D'Aguilar) arrived 
at the end-of 1843, his. place of 
residence was a local Inn. The present 
Flagstaff House was bulit during 
1844-45 for his accommodation. Very 
recently, the residence of the late Sir 
Paul Chater, Marble nll, which he 
had bequeathed to-the’ Colony, was

The First 


Permanent. 


Buildings Are Erected. 


With the advent of the Civil Service 
departments, it became necessary. to 
erect permanent bulldings for their 
accommodation, and these were soon 
commenced. It: is obvious that the 
earliest. forma of accommodation, for 
such departments or institutlons as 
needed housing at the very commence- 
ment of the Britlsh occupation, were 
mere matsheds—ensily . and quickly 
built, The first barracks; the carlicst 
mall-sorting office, where nilso pact 
were received for the sailing ships that, 
going round the Cope, took several 
months. to get o fetter to England in 
unfavourable weather; and even the 
first place of worship, were in mate 
sheds. It was not long, however, 
before brick und stone buildings arose. 
The abundant granite of the Island 
offered quarries in many places—ange 
of the best-known haying given its 
name to the bay that Jay near It, 
beyond Wongneishong — village; and 
brick-works were soon In full produc- 
tion, near the senfront, at West Point. 

Alony with the first Government 
House and carlicst Government Offices, 
at Cantonment Hill, was the first Post 
Office, a temporary structure approxi- 
mately on the site of the present Volun- 
tecr Headquarters, so far ns the old 
plans can be relied on for aceuracy. 
The first permanent Post Office was 
erected in 1845 at Queon’s Road, 
abutting on the waterfront, where 
there was a pler’ for Innding 
-the—site—was—on-~the—cornor 
where China Bullding naw stands, | It 


was later reconstructed internally, but] 


accommodation was greatly taxed, and 
the present building went up jn 1910- 
11 on completion of the Central Praya, 


| the departinent moving in during 1911. 


The old structure was demolished in 
1922, For some years after the first 
permanent building had gone up in the 
forties, the Postmaster had hia resl- 
dence in the upper floor. 


The frst Court House was in 
Welllngton Street (at the Junction with 
Wyndham Street) opened on October 
1,°1844, and the next one, fo’ which a 
move was mode in 1843, was in a 
plilared building which stood next to 
the site of the present Queen's Theatre. 
This was originally known as Exchange 
Bullding, and Government bought ft in 
1847, from Dent ond Company. The 
first’ Chief Justice had his home on 
Hospital. Hil, where the Royal Naval 
Hospital now stands. The present 
Supreme Court was eccupled on come 
pletion in 1912, .

The first Harbour Office stood’on a 
bluff which rose on the east side of 
Wyndham Street, ond was inter 
levelled to make room for business 
premises. Shell House now occu les 
the slte: which in those early duys 
came to be known as Pedder’s Hill, 
after the first Harbour Master, who 
apparently had his residence on the 
bluff as well os his ofce, The sclece 
tlon of that point was obviously appro-

EARLY HOSPITALS 

The earliest = requirements also 
Included hospitals, and there were ~ 
several soon in operation, entering for 
clviilans as well as military and naval 
and mercantile marine patients, A 
Heneral hospital was ‘one of the . first 
butlt in the Island, and it stood where 
the R.N. Hospital is now. Erected in 
1842-43, it was later used as o scamen’s 
hospital, It started under the Medical 
Mission Socicty. This site had been 
known as “Hospital Hill, . but- was 
changed to Mount Shadwell, in honovr 
of Viec-Admiral Sle Charles Shadwell, 
who was Commander-in-Chief out here 
at the tlme the Admiralty toak It over 
in 1873, and the present Naval Inatitu- 
tion wns developed. — Jardine, Mathe- 
son and Company had oa few years 
previous developed it into a reamen’s 
hospital in place of an older instltution

The carliest' seamen'a hospital is 
situated on the site of the ‘Government 
Clvit Hospital which replaced It some 
yenrs lnter; and was erected by 
Jardine, Matheson and Com) any, pre- - 
sumably originally for thelr” own 
mercantile, marine. It was  prob- 
ably the oldest hospital building here.’ | 
being opened “in 1843 under Dr 
Young (of the already existing Hong- 
kong = Dispensary) who . gave his 
services free. In. 1648 St. wns, takens 
over partly os a Colonial Hospital, and 
was replaced by the oldest part of the 


Civil Hospital bullding. 


-The Government Civil Hos 
In use until the erection of the Queen 
Mary Hospital five - years ago, was 
erected In 1850, further blocks being 
sndced, In 180%, 1874, 1878, nnd 1880. 
What came to be known on “C” Block 
was the oldest, and “A”, “B" and “D" 
were the blocks that. followed: o 
minternity section being added In 1895. 


There followed several other husp!- 
tala as the Colony grew In ny and 
importance, some governmental nnd 
others founded by private benefactors, 
but to denl with these in detall would 
require an article In itself. 


In the carly years there. were naval 
and military hosoltal hulks [In uce,

The first. Sallors'’ Home, at West 
Polnt, Sneldentally, was not opened 
until 1863, but seamen were yery. varly 
entered for wlicn needing medical 
attention. : : 


MARKETS AND POLICE STATIONS 
The community also had need of 
proper amenities, Including markots, 
and eMecient police control, .sa that 
rome of the ‘earliest structures. were 
erected to meet these requirements, 


Chinese shop-kecvers had «soon 
flocked here with fancy goods and 
other Chinese products, and establishes? 
themselyes in. what. were termed 
bazanrs, one of the very carllest. being 
situated ot Queen’s Rond‘n little to the 
eastward of Murray. Barracks, on & 
level orea now occupled by a _contrac- 
tor’s yard, ond another at Wanchal. 
Small markets were also opened for-

erected in 1658. Several other outly- 
ing stations were built about this 
erfod. The old Wanchai Station was 
ullt in 1868, 


The Colony .hnd its fair quota of 
Chinese criminals nt that time, and in 
the enrly years a ony of pirates from 
the mainland actually landed near Wett 
Point and Jooted the Chinese section 
of the town, Raids by armed Chincee 
on European residences were also not 
uncommon, But the records of the 
Supreme Court contain references to 
piracies of a more ambitious kind, such 
as thrilled most of us in the fiction of 
our -youth. s 


EUROPEAN PIRATES 


It fs strange to think nowadays of 
the trial fn Hongkong in 1645 of Henry 
Danlel “Sinclair, a Briton, former 
gunner of the schooner Arici, on a 
charge of piracy. He, was sentenced to 
transportation for life. In 1848, Cap- 
tain Cole of the schooner Spee and his 
crew were acquitted of n charge of 

Irncy; but an Englishman named 
Wittiaen Fenton, who commanded a 
Chinese torcha, or Junk, engaged In 

racy, was sentenced to three years’ 
Bard Jabour In tB52, after a scrics of 
triala In which he had at first been 
discharged, and many adventures, 
which included a fight in) which -a 
“Portuguese naval officer was killed by 
some of Fenton's Chinese crew, In 
1857, an American, with the truly 
romantic name of Ell Boxgs—In itself 
suggesting the pirate chiefs of the story 
books—wnas sentenced In Hongkong to 
-{ransportation for life, on a charge of 

Iracy ‘nnd murder, and, owing to 
Ihealth was sent back to America the 
following year.

Charles ‘May, a Police Inspector from 
London, organised the first properly 
constituted Pollce Forces for Hongkong, 
consisting of 78 Europeans, 34 Indlans 
and 48 Chinese; and a detective depart- 
ment ‘was created Jn 1848. The actual 
credit for creating the Hongkong 
Police probably gocs to Mr May, whose 
full-time job it became towards the 
end of 1844. 


From the enriiest years, the city was 
visited by occasional fires, some of 
them of considerable and devastating 
proportions, and the fire-fighting ser- 
vices were In the hands of policemen, 
with occasional assistance of soldiers; 
‘up to the be#inning of ‘this year (1941) 
the head of the Pollee Department also 
held the post of chicf of the Fire 
Brigade, the connection between the 
two services having persisted after the. 
fire-fighters had been thoroughly re- 
organised in personnel and equipment, 
and had become a arate department, 
with stations throughout the Colony 
and their own superintendents. 


Prior to the organisation of a whole- 
time brigade of fire-fighters, volunteer 
firemen—members of the civillan popu- 
lation—were of great assistance. The 
Insurance companies, however, were 
not satisfied until a properly constituted 
Fire Brignde came into being. Volun- 
teer European and Chinese brigades 
were first formed ir 1856, and they 
were reorganised in 1867, under a 
Superintendent. with policemen and 
elvilians as personnel. It was in 1895

THE VOLUNTEER ‘CORPS 

In referring to. volunteers fighting 
local fires, one in reminded that the 
British civitian population gave other 
evidence of their public spirit, in 
forming the present Volunteer Defence 
Corps, - 

It required the Crimenn War, how- 
ever, when in Britain itself enthusiasm 
was nt a high pitch, to crente suMcient 
_enthuslasm locally, but the first sugges- 
tlon for local Volunteers did not 
develop until 1660. In March 1662, o 
public meeting in the old Court House 
decided to form a Volunteer Corps. 
battery of artillery was first organised, 
and a band followed; In 1863 a rifle 
company came into being, and in 1864 
the Volunteers had thelr first experi- 
ence of street patrols following o small 
riot In the Colony; which followed ao 
fight between European and Malay 
saitors, and in which British soldiers 
later took part. : 

There were several slack periods, in 
which the Corps beenme moribund and 
was temporarily disbanded, but con- 
tinulty of existence can be claimed 
from 1693, when the Volunteers were 
properly constituted under military 
contro}, similarly to the. Volunteer 
forces in the British Isles. 

But in the very first years of the 
British occupation, the military yarrl- 
son—with of-course the control of. the 
sens exercised by the Royal Navy—had 
entire responsibility for local defence, 

Military ond naval establishments 
were constructed almost immediately 
the {sland was occupied. Matshed 
barracks went uP at what we now 
know as West Point, but here the men 
suffered from fever and the absence 
of proper sanitation; and they were

of brick off Queen’s Road, on the high

taniey and at Aberdeen. By 1043, 
Murray Barracks had been built, and 
Wellington Barracks followed; and with 
the fortifiention of Lyeemun, the old 
barracks at Salwan were erected, In 
all these places, particularly out at 
Soiwan and at Aberdeen, what we now 
know to have been’ malaria, resulted 
in the death of large numbers of the 
troops, f 

Even the elvilians, better able to tuke 
precautions against the climate and 
fever, were decimated. It was estimat- 
ed that In the Inte summer of 1843, 
no fewer than 24 per cent of the 
troops and 19 per cent, of the European 
civillans dicd of - fever. ‘The old 
cemetery ot Stanicy tells its own story 
of this toll—the names ‘of women and 
children, members of families who 
couragcously followed their men out to 
‘the new station, are included. 


Among the cnriiest troops were an 
IndJan regiment: British units were the 
40th Regiment, the 55th Regiment and 
the 98th Regiment of Foot, and the 
18th Royal Irish Regiment. The 49th 
Foot are now the first battallon of the 
Royal Berkshire Regiment, the 45th 
Foot_are now the second battalion of 
the Border Regiment, and the 08th ore 
the second battalion of the North 
Staffordshire Regiment (Prince of 
Wales). They a have a dragon 
superscribed “China” in their badge. 
The Royal Irish were disbanded with 
the other Irish regiments after the 
Great War.

When hostilities with the Chinese 
broke. out ngain not long after Hon, 
kong had ‘been ceded, owing to nan- 
observance of the provisional treaty 
stlpulntions, some of these troops 
re-embarked for Canton, and took purt 
in the punitlve operations. 3 

The oldest cemetery, used by the 
military, was at Taipingshan, above 
Queen's Road West, while the civilians 
were buried at St .Francls Yard, off 
“Queen's Road East. Stanley cemetery 
was opened a little Jater for the ‘mill- 
tary, and the Colonial Cemetery Jn 
Mappy Valley for clvilfans (in 1815). 
The remains of.those buried in St 
Francis. Yard were removed to the 
Colonial Cemetery in 1889, 

Owlng to the ‘presence of Indftn 
soldiers here in the very early days, 
including a number of Mohammedana, 
the community was one of those 
specially catered for almost at the 
outset, and not-only was o mosque in 
existence at nn carly date (1843) but 
the . Moslem cemetery was also 
established, 

Among. other carly pioneers of non- 
British nationallfy, were Parsee mer- 
chants, whose connection with Hong- 
kong foes back to the first year of 
occupation, and:the Innd for their 
cemetery at Happy Valley was granted 
in the ‘Alties, ere were soon a 
number of Jewish merchants establish. 
ed os well, and they were also granted 
n place’ for burials, on a knoll at the 
top of Happy Valley, still in usc. 

SOCIAL AND RELIGIOUS LIFE 

But Ict us take the brighter side of 
the pioneer days, when social and 
sports clubs, churches, and schools 
were established. There {is no space. 
for n full description of these instltu- 
tlons or detailz about all of them: it 
must suffice to mention briefly some of 
the oldest, and best known, 


—.. The_eldest_social _instltution_Is_ the. 

Hongkong Club, which was founded in 
the carly years of the Colony. It was 
opened on May 26, 1846, In a building 
which stood on the site of the present 
King’s Theatre,’ at the bottom of 
Wyndham Strect. It must have formed 
the main mecting place for the mer- 
chants, clvil servants and officers of 
the defence forces, and probably the 
means of transaction of business, for 
the Chamber of Commerce was not 
t The Club moved 
into its present building In July, 1897, 
the premises being then newly crected 
on the partly completed reclamation, 


Of sports clubs, one of tho oldest 
Is the Royal Hongkong Yacht Club, 
which had its origin in the Victoria 
Regatta Club, which held {ts tirst 
meeting jn October, 1849. This was 
principally a rowing club, and n yacht 
club was not actually formed until the 
end of 1869. The club house was opened 
at North Point In 1908, and the new 
building on Kellett Island has recently 
been occupied (1940). 


It Is the Victoria Recreation Club 
however, direct descendant of the 
Victoria Regatta Club, that con clalm 
the oldest unbroken history, 


The Hongkong Cricket. Club has ao 
long ond‘ continuous history, beln: 
founded {n June, 1851, and: has us 
its present ground ever since. This 
ground was then a waste plece of land 
Mlongside the sen, used as oa military 
drill pround, and the area Js still the 
actun: property. of the military 
authoritles, 


«The Jockey Club also has an old his- 
tory, the race course having been con~ 
structed jn 1046, but prior to that, 
Hongkong sportsnien (from 1841 to 
1845) raced thelr ponies at Macno. 


Ecclesinstlen! institutions were carly in 
the fleld; and several schools were also 
opened in: the very first year of the 
British occupation. Let us consider 
some of the older foundations. 


From the very first, religlous bodies 
must bave turned their eves to a new 
field of endeavour, and when: the 
Colony had assumed some semblance 
of settled order, the enrllest mizslons 
arrived, The Baptists were amony the 
first here, ond In 1842 «a Baptist Chapel 
was opened in Queen's Rond. primirily 
{ntended, It would.anvear, for Chineso 
worshippers. Rev,'J. L, Schuck opencd 
{t wlth money: subseribed by the 
foreign community (realdent. and 
transient), The exact location of this 
chanel in not, apparently, known to- ° 
dav: ft had gone out:ot ure by the 
*sixtles, and the Baptists of the Colony 
worshipped jwith the other noncan- 
formists in.the Union Church, of which 
more anon. «However, it fs understood 
thnt ‘In 1844 there wos n Baptist 
Chanel at Queen’s Road, at the corner 
of Gough Street. 


ST JOUN'S CATHEDRAL 


St John’s Cathedral js the second 
oldest Christian edifice now standing: 
(The oldest {x the Chapel In the Pro- 
testant Cemetery, erected in 1845) 
The Anglican Church had og fts frst 
nremices a matshed structure erected 


anened his ministry. , The bullding of 
the Cathedral was eammoenced In 147 
and completed in 1840: the foundation 
etone was Inid by Sir John Dnvis, 
Bart, the Gavernor, on March 11, 1887,” 
nnd the ediflce (the desien of Mr J. 
Pope, n Government civil -enginecr) 
wag onencd {9 worshln on March 11, 
1649. Bishop Georre, Smith -(the first 
annointed to the. Colony) arrived In 
1850, nnd consecrated the Cathedral on 
September 19, 1852,. In 11858 the cost 
of the organ was raised by public 
subscription, Mr C, F. ‘A. Sangster. 
coming out in 10860 nos oruanist, ond . 
remalning here 35 yenrs, The fourda- 
tion stone of the new Chancel was laid 
on November 16, 1800, bv H. R. H. the 
Duke of Edlnburrh. The Cathedral 
bells were donnted In 1869 by the Hon. 
Mr F, Parry. i rash 


Other Protestant denominatlons were 
also actlve In the ‘fortles, and’ a 
Presbyterian place of worship was 
established by 1847 in a bungalow then 
situated off Wyndham Street at'.the 
back of the original Hongkong Club. 
This bungalow occupied o site now 
covered by the northern wing of the 
Morning Post Building. Later, the 
Presbyterlans worshipped in the Union 
Church, ‘ 


It wan in 1044 that the original 
Union Church was ¢rected in Hong 
kong, at Wellington Street, but In 1943, 
Dr James Legge held the first Union 
Church meetings In hig house, A new 
Union Church was erected in Staunton 
Strect in 1803. In 1890 the corner 
stone of the present Union Church in 
Kennedy Road -was Jald, and It was 
opened for services in 1891,” : 


Brief mention {s due to the former 
St Poter's Church ‘at West Point, 
opened in 1872, and in uso up to 1933, 
when its activities were. transferred 
to Kowloon Tong and‘it’ was. taken- 
over as o shelter fer street sleepers. It 
was a Church of England institution. 


The. Roman Catholics were also active. 
carly in the Colony’s history and tholr 
firat Church was ‘erected In 1942-43 In 
tho lower part of Wellington Streot, on 
land granted by Government, who. had 


given the land for the Protestant places... 


of worship as well. In. October, 1859 
a hugo fire which swept ovor part of 
the elty,. burned down this Cattiolic 
Church, which wos however ‘rebullt::

Tho only other religtous institutions 
of some age are the Mosque at Shelley 
Street, the original bullding having been 
erected in 1055 ond o new structure

{n a houne In Seymour Terrace lent by 
Mr A. D. Sassoon. A house in Shelley

THE SCHOOLS 

Closely nssocinted with the relzloudt 
hodies have always, been the schools, 
founded — orlginally’ by = mlsalons. A 
brief review of these In possible within 
the limited scope of this article. 

St Paul's College, a Church’ of Eng- 
Jand sehool, was originally an inatitus 
thon for tralolng .Chinese as ministers 
ofthe church, The land on which it 
atonds wan granted by Government jns 
1843, and within a few years the 
bulldiag was cominenced, bein com- 
pleted in the Inter ‘forties, the founda- 
thon stone being Inld in 1647. In 1049 
the first Bishop of Hongkong (Rt. Rev, 
George «Smith) war appointed its 
Warden under statutes approved by the 
Archbishop of * Canterbury, and = the 
following, year took up residence dn the 
then recently. bullt Bishop's Howse, 
which js still in use, i 

Another very old school waa the 
Anglo-Chlnere College, opened in the 
Inter ‘forties by Rev, Dr Legge. This 
had to close In 1050 owlng to lack of 
support, . 

Another carly institution which 
became defunct ‘afler a “comparatively 
bricf existence wns St Andrew 
School, Intended for the education of 

English children, It waa farmed. after 
n public meeting held In 1855 to consl- 
der the need for rtich a school, among 
thore sponsoring the plan belng Mr 
George Duddell, one of the carly 
opium monopollsts, after whom Durdell 
Street ls named, St Andrew's School 
was apened In premises sittiated In 
Staunton Street, but had to close tn 
1801, ‘The Union Church erected in 
1663 occupled the alte of this old school, 

An old school still {n‘existence, and 
Inn flourishing: condition is Queen‘s' 
College, This wan “founded” in 1660 
by the amalgamation of three . small 
Government schools, and was orldinal- 
ly designated the Central School. 
Premises in Gough Street were pur- 
chased and enlarged in 1861 to house 
the school, and continued In tise until 
1087, when the new premises were built 
at Hotlywood Road nnd the achool 
moved to Ia present location, It wns 
roon = afterwards | termed — Victorin 
College, probably In commemoration of 
the Queen's golden jJubliec, but the 
name: was changed in 1890 to Queen's 
College, and has remalhed so aince 
then. It is primarily for Chinese boys, 

St John's Cathedral Diocesan School 
also has an old history, It was founded 
In 1860 ns no schaal for Chinese girls, 
and stood on the corner of Bonnam 
Road "and Enstern Street. Later, 
Eurasian and also European children 
were tnken charze of, and In 1868 it 
was made a mixed school; boys as wells 
as_girkn_being admitted, In_ 1860 an 


orphanage wor. opencd in conjunction 
_ with the scholastic work. In 1800 the 
institution was rennarated Into boys’ and 
sdcls’ schools. The Diceesan Boys’ 
ae moved to Its present aite in 


- St Joseph's College, one of the 
Brothers’ schools to be found wherever 
Roman Catholic missions have ‘estab. 
Ilshed themselves Jn the bieger cities 
of the Empire, was commenced here 
ns St Saviour's School {1 1865, In 
Wellington Street, moving In 1075 to 
Caine Rond, ond being renamed St 
Joseph's Collere, A new site nearby, 
on the Glencaly Estate (hence Glenealy 
Ravine) wos selected in 1951, and a fine 
building “went up on: the site, belng 
opened In 1883, Rapid growth of the 
school necessitated further expansion, 
and tn 1918 the existing premises in 
. Kennedy Road (formerly the Club 
Germanin) were token over. 

Roman Catholle girla were from the 
enrly days taken care of by the cons 
vents, founded by {he French and 
Itallan missions, In these, the pirls 
have for many yeara received a sound 
education, while orphanages have been 
operated In conjunction with the purcly 
scholastic work, 


As for back os 1848 n party of 
French Sisters of the Roman Catholic 
_ Mission Inid the foundations of St 
Paul's Institutlon, or the French Con- 
vent, as It is also known, They opened 
a small convent and founding home 
on what was then the Wanchal sea- 
front, on the corner of the present 
Gresson Strect. Here the good work 
went on, with an enlargement of the 
premisex and subscquent addition of a 
ospital, until 1908, when the foundling 
homo was moved lo the newly built 
Le Calvalre in Happy Valley, the 
convent and hospital moving to Cause- 
way Bay surly 1915 and 1916, into 
premises adapted from a former spin- 
ping factoty operated by Jardine, 
_ Matheson and Company,

OLD BUSINESSES 


While the business community were 
erecting godowns and oMee premises, 
and. Queen's Road and Wanchal were 
assuming the aspects of busy mercantile 
centres, several sarge trading concerns 
established themselves here, Some, like 
Dent and Company, have not weather- 
ed the storms and stress of China trade, 
and only thelr names exist to-day to 
remind us, when looking through old 
plans or.other documents, that import- 
ant honjs bond property here, and 
transacted valuable business. Consider- 
able space would be required. for even 
brief mentlon of every frm of some 
impertance thant has come and gone, 
Tn another article In this supplement, 
more detall {s given concerning a num. 
ber of old-estnbtlshed concerns which 
stil flourish to-day, with their roots 
deep in Hongkong's historic past. 

Among the carly necessities for this 
rowing trade were banks. The found-

uanking history In the present article. 
About four years after the British 
occupation,. only one banking Institu- 
tion hod been established, ‘This wos 
the. Oriental Bank, which was formed 
here In April 1845, os a: branch of 
on unchartered jolnt stock bank which 
had been started in Bombay, ' By 1800 
thin local coneern hnd developed Into. 
the Orlental Bink Corporation, situated 
its Queen's Road, but by then a number 
of other such Institutions were operat- 
Ing In Hongkong, established mainly 
during the ‘fifties, namely the Agra 
ond United Service Bank, the Charter- 
ed Bank, the Chartered Mercantile 
Bank, and the Commercial Bank of 
India, all at Queen’s Road, practically 
the only Important commercial centre 
of that period, i 

In 1863 these banks were stilt 
flourishing, and two more had come 
Into, belny—the Central Bank of 
Western India and o French concern. 
the Comptolr d'Escompte ‘do Paris. 
The Agra Bank and Commercial Bank 
suspended payment in 1860, but the os- 
sociated business crisis was surmounted 
by the stabillly of the other banks, and 
the general soundness of the commer- 
cial situation. One of the banking In- 
stitutlons which weathered the crisis 
was, the present Hongkong and Shanghal 
Banking Corporation, which. had been 
founded here in 1604, and commenced 
business at the beginning: of 1865. 

Reference has also been made to 
the need for accommodation in the 
early development of Hongkong; and 
inns and so-called hotels—mere lodging 
houses, some of them having bars ond 
others being nothing more - than 
faverns—camo Into existence, mostly 
entering for transients such oa the rea- 
faring : community. The. enrllest on 
record is Lane's Hotel, which operated 
from 1841 to 1043. Thero was a. British 


ond was acquired, and this: 


on the extreme right. 


Hotel, In 1047, nt Queen's Rond; It ap- 
pears to have been the leading hostelry 
of the time, and its charge wns $2.50 
a day for hoard and lodging exclusive 
of wines or beer, ono of the attractions 
belng a good billiards table, The only 
survivor -of carly times, which was o 
hotel of the first closs, is the present 
Honnkong Hotel, ‘established In 1907+ 


Tt is interesting to. recall the names 
of some of the -cnrliest loca! taverns— 
such as.the Crown and Anchor, British 
and American Inn, Fortune and War, 
Pilot Boat, Prince of Wales, Victoria 
Tavern, Neptune, apd Bee Hive; all in 
business In the ‘fortles—and ‘to sense 
the appropriateness of the following 
verse on the sign of the Bee Hive Inn: 


“Within this hive we're all alive, and 
pleasant Ia our honey: 

“If you are dry, step tn and 
we sells for ready money’?! 


These names are redolent of the 
sailing ship days, and one cannot help 
regretting that reforms have abolished 
them, If only becnuse such picturesque 
titles should have gone, - 


Many respectable, but not pretentious, 
hotels came into existence in the Colony 
when the ‘population grew more 
numerous dnd settied: some have gone 
out of existence, the premises they oc- 
cupled beink demolished within: Iiving 
memory, while others have given place 
to more up-to-date but newer establish- 
ments, which have not yet enrned: the 
right to historic associations. 


EARLY AMENITIES 


As Hongkong settled down’ to be a 
flourishing part of the British Empire, 
the matter of developing the local 
amenitles received more attention: but 
most of these came: as a matter of 
course as the European population Sn- 


try, 


munity improved, with better sanitary 
rorvices. Let us consider this aspect of 
local history briefly.- ; 


One of the maln problema was the 
water supply, and thls was easily dealt 
wlth in the early days by the provision 
of tanks, which were filled from the 
streams flowing down the hillsides, and 
by the sinking of many wells, But 
as the population grew, contamination 
became more likely, and the reservoir 
system was Innugurated, the years 
1866-71 seeing the construction of the 
reservoir at Pokfulum valley, while the 
Taltam scheme was developed during 
1883-89, and considerably odded to at 
later dates. Other arens came into the 
water-supply plan os the years went 
by; and this appears to be nn ever- 
present problem, hardly a decdde hav- 
Ing passed without some additional

The absence of electricity In enrly 
times made the use of electric fans 
in summer Impossible, ‘but’ punkas, the 
Importation from Indln, consisting of 
a large cloth fan mounted on a cross- 
bar near the celting, and worked by o 
rope, were in use; and fortunately 
there was a good ice supply, the Ice 
being imported from North America, 
where: It had been cut in blocks during 
the winter, and brought properly In- 
sulated in sailing ships ‘across the 
Pacific. The first {ce houses, as the 
store places were called, were near the 
‘site of the present National City Bani 
of New York, and tho strect alongside 
derives. {ts name from this-Ice House 
Street, It seems that tho old building 
atill standing at the bottom of Battery 
Path was also ‘used for storing Ice, but 
of that there Js no definite record. 
In-1847 the commodity was retailed 
here at five cents a pound, by the Ice 
House Company, formed locally in 
April 1645. “ 


The ploneer ice manufactor 
established In the ‘sixties in "spring 
Gardens, Wanchai, but soon went’ out 
of business; and in the ‘seventies an 
{ee factory was In operation at Enat 
Polnt, ‘followed by the formntlon of 
the Hongkong Ice Company in, the 
‘elghtles, , 


One of the developments that na- 
turally cnough followed the growth 
of the city was strect Mahting. The 
chronicles show that vil Jamps were 
used to light the town, in 1057 no fewer 
than 350 such Jamps coming into use. 
The first gas txyhts were Installed jn 
1064, when .the orlginnal gas works 
were completed. : 


Electricity came to the Colony in 
the 'elghties: in 1987 the focal branch 
of the China and Japan Telephone 
Company (now replaced by tho Hong- 
kong Telephone Company, Ltd.) intro-- 
duced electric lighting; and in 1869 
the Hongkong Electric Company was 
organised, and sold the first electric 
Inmps to the authorities. But tele- 
phones hod arrived much earlier, for 
they were estnblished: here In 1892, 


The history .of the’ electric telegraph 
system In the Colony goes back te TBR, 
when Jardine, Matheson's had Installed 
a private ne from thelr Enst Polnt 
premises to the city, a distance of about 
two miles; ond in 1860 n Police tele. 
kraph system was Instalicd locally, 
By 1871 cable telegraphic communica 
tion with the outside world was es- 
tablished. 7 


THE CITY MALL 

Let us turn also to a brief survey of 
tha more aesthetle amenities, Chief 
among acquisitions was the Clty Hall, 
housing also the Theatre Royal and 
n public dibrary and = museum.

The Theatre Royal saw the first per- 
formance on its stage in| November 
1869, when the Amateur Dramatic 
Corps (forerunner of the Amateur 
Dramatle Club) alded by members of 
the German Club Concordia, put on an 
entertainment, . Amateur eatricals, 
however, commenced within the first 
two or three years of the Colony's 
existence, mainly through the efforts 
of oMcers of the garrison, 


The nucleus of the Ilbrary and 
museum had alrendy been. formed in 


1970, 


Another pubile amenity .of historic 
Interest was _n clock tower, which was 
bullt in 1862, with funds provided by 
public subscription, , It stood at the top 
of Pedder Street, at the junctlon with 
Queen's Road, and for 50 yearn wan no 
clty Iandmark, being demolished during 
1012-13, when the clock itself was re- 
moved to the Canton Customs House 
for further useful service, 


In response to popular sentiment, 
the Botanic Gardens were also added 
to the amenities. The ‘dea was born 
In 1848, at the time a local branch of 
the Royal Asiatic Society (no longer 
in existence) was formed. It was not 
until 1961, however, that the gardens 
came Into existence, ona site (the old 
portion) below the former building 
known as the Albany, one of the first 
erected in the Island, and used original- 
ly as-oMficers’ quarters, The gardens 
were thrown open to the public In 
1864; and In 1808 a very ornamental 
fountain was erected there, which un- 
fortunately was removed in 1932 to 
make room for a covered soryice re- 
servolr. This fountain was constructed 
of stone, In England, and shipped out 
here In sections. . 

The beginnings of the presant Hong | 
kong Horticultural Soclely, which was 
reorganised ecariler this century after 
going out of existence, are to be seen 
In the first flower show over hold here, 
organiaed by the Public Gardens Com- 
miltes in the old section of the gardens, 
The frst Horticultural  Socie was 
formed in February 1873, - : 
‘Varlous Iternry societics nlso came 
into being, and flourlshed for a time. 
‘Tha arta in duo course also: attracted 
their ‘followers; but space restrictions 
prevent more detailed reference here. 

Freemasonry .had an early footin 
Inthe Colony, and: the warrant oi

The oldest established newspaper in 
the Colony to-day is the China Muil, 
which first appeared as in four-page 
weekly on February’ 20, 1645, pubilsh- 
ed in premises at Pottinger Street, with 
Mr Andrew Shorirede as editor and 
proprictor,, It became no daily In: the 
"Hifties, belmg then produced at on 
uddress in Old Bailey. Sirect, and edrly 
in the ‘sixties had moved to 2, 
Wyndham Street, behind the  Hong- 
kong Club, Later, n mpve was made 
to premises further -up. the same street, 
But this was “not the first paper to 
appenr locally, 


Old records show that the Friend ‘of 
China and Hongkong Gazette wus the 
frst of our newspapera: it appearéd 
on March 17, 1842, under the editorship 
of the Rev. J. L. Schuck (or Shuck} 
und Mr James White. It appears to 
have been a weekly devoted mainly to 
the dissemination of Government pro- 
clamations, and. Jt ls worthy -of ‘note 
that the compositors were Portuguese, 
‘ax was the case with locally produced 
newspapers for a good many years, 
In 1843, the Canton Register, which 
shad appeared at Canton as far back 
ny 1827, appears to hnve established 
wn office In Hongkons, and: the Eastern 
Globe ‘had also made ity appearance, 
By 1845 the Hongkong Regtster had 
come Into existence, apparently replac- 
ing the Canton: Register; In 1856 there 
was the daily Hongkong Shipping List; 
and in 1857 the Hongkong: Daily Press 
came Into existence (stilt published 
to-day), By the ‘sixties the others had 
disappeared, but the Hongkong Mercury 
appeared about 1866, and the Hong- 
kong Times in 1873; while in 1851 had 
nppeared Dirson’s Hongkong Recorder, 
issued jtrais, nnd published by Mr 
Andrew. Scctt Dixson, of the China 
Matt. By 1873, most of the competition 
with the China Mall nnd Daily Press 
had dropped out of the running, but a 
China Overland Trade Report, entirely 
catering tv commercial Interests, had 
a short run, os well os a Daily. 
Advertiser and Shipping Gazette, start- 
ed. in 1871. 


_ The Daily Press first appeared on 
October 1, 1657, under the editorship of 
Mr George M. Ryder, and Was publish- 
ed at Wellington Street. The propri- 
ctorship passed to Mr Yorick Jones 
Murrow In 1858, and he edited the 
paper for some years, retaining. the 
ownership up to the time of hls death 
in 1884, the family — still having Sts 
Interest therein, 


The Hongkong Telegraph made = its 
appearance on June 15, 1881, as an 
afternoon dally, and has been published 
ever since. The first oflces were at 
Wellington’ Street, near the 
with D’Aguilar Street; and later a move 
was made to Pedder's Hill (opposite 
the Bishop's House), then to Queen's 
Road Central.. (where Lock  Hing's 
premises are .situnted), afterwards to 
the junction of Battery Path and Ice 
House Street. After a brief move to 
Des Voeux Rond, a return was made to 
Ice House Street; pnd in 1025 a move 
was.made to the present location In 
Morning ‘Post Building. _ Wyndham 
Street. 


The flrat editor of the Telegraph was 
the founder, Mr Robert Fraser Smith, 
& man who became known for fearles 
ness In expression of his views In print, 
even to the extent-of going to prison 
on a conviction for libel. His associa- 
thon the paper continued until 
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his d Ti 1895, Perhaps-the-best-in 
dicatlon of the impression hl 
sonality nade here, is cor 

the fact that the paper Is still known 
umong Chin ns Seeemit Sut Po, or 
"Smith's: newspaper, 

The South Ching Morning Post was 
first Issued on-November 7, 1903, under 
the editorship .of Mr Alfred Cunning- 
ham, and was published from 15, 16, 
und 17 Connaught Hond Centrat. After 
n move in 1907 to Des Vocux Round, 
the publishing offices ‘were truhsferred 
to the present site in Wyndham Strect 
in 1913, in ahold building which made 
way for the new one in 1925. In 1916 
the South China Morning Post and, 
Hongkong Telegraph - were brought 
under the control $f 0 single company, 
the South China Morning Post, Ltd. 


Space docs not permit of mention 
of a number of other journals, maga- 
anes ond so forth, that have appeur- 
ed In Hongkong’s history, but a 
China Punch was published from 1867 
to 1870; and a Hongkony Monthly 
Magazine came out In 1057, also a 
China Mayazine in the ‘sixties. In that 
"same period several Portuguese~ 
Innguoge weeklies appeared, but ceased 
publication after a time, ~ 


Two Chinese newapopers which were 
started in Hongkong many yeurs ago 
are the Wah Tsz Yut Po (1872) and 
Tsun Wan Yat Po (1873), The celc- 
brated Chinese Minister to Washington, 
His Excellency Wu Ting-fang, who had 
spent part of his school days in Hong- 
kony, is stated to have had a hand ‘in 
the founding-of these two papers. 

An cartier Chinese daily, the Chin- 
shih Plen-tu, genernily known In 
English ns the Hongkong News, was 
started In 1864 under foreign control, 
and pnssed into Chinese ownership in 
1883. Some yenrs’ tater It censed 
publication. 
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ROAD DEVELOPMENTS 
Meantime, various developments of 
no omaterial kind) were going ahead. 
The roadways were being extended, 
recInmations were being carried out, 

and residential areas opened up. 


After Queen's Road, several smaller” 
roadways branching off the main clty 
street were constructed, From the 
older records it is evident that Ice 
House Street, Duddell Street, und 
Zetland Street were In use. by the 
‘fifties; while Wyndham Street, 
D'Aguilar Street, Wellington Street and 
Aberdeen Street had been constructed 
with the development of their adjacent 
areas In 1845-46, Hollywood Road, 
serving: the old Gnol, was also con- 
structed ubout this period. 


Queen's Rond extended only os far 
as Wanchai; but a highway on to 
Shaukiwan was completed In 1842, and 
a serviceable — rond round Happy 
Valley followed within a few yeurs, 
in 1845, The extreme enst ond west 
of the ishind ‘were not served until 
very much Jater; and the south was 
‘renched only by the pathway leading 
up from Happy Valley and down 
through Taitam to Stanicy,. This old 
Chinese path wast improved by the 
military, and for many years formed 
the only proper roadway across the 
Island. The lower part Js now 8 
modern highway known ns Blue Pool 
Road, ond the portion from Wongnei- 
chong Gap through Taitam to Island

ready i $86!; and In 1864 the road 
from town to. Shaukiwan was improved 
into n broad carriageway, The shorter 
connection with Repulse Bay (Stubbs 
Rond) was not completed as n motor 
road until 1922, : 

It wos not until 1865 that Kowloon 
had its first’ proper highways, these 
being Robinson Road Cater renamed 
Nathan ‘Rond) and Macdonnell Road 
(renamed Canton Road), It had not 
appeared tu the administration when 
these highways were @rst, built. that 
with the inclusion of Kowloon In the 
Colony, similnr names to those on the 
island would cause confuslon. 


RECLAMATION WORK 


The reclamations have brought inuch 
additional valuable Iand into Use, 
mainly for industrial premises | or 
Chinese tenement property, ‘The 
earlicst project of any importance 
apart from the necessary construction 
of seawalls and silght Alling necessary 
within the first few years of the occue 
nution—was that of 1873, when the 
rnya East was partly formed, giving 
n better frontnye to Wanchai. A large 
reclamation at Causeway Bay (which 
extinguished the old stone causeway 
that had given the place its name) war 
carried out In 1884;-hnd between 1804 
and 1889 much of the foreshore at 
Kennedy Town was reclaimed. 

The xrent Central Praya scheme was 
carried out between 1800 and 1902— 
the effect wns to make Des Vocux Roud 
(which had been constructed niong the 
waterfront on a partin) reclamatlun) 
Into an {nland highway, and to maké 
available a large aren of very valuable 
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Rond was bullt i 1861; Robinson Road, -

Innd, on which most of the: present 
Inrge office buildings were constructed, 
and the new Post Office, Hongkong 
Club and Supreme Court found sites. 
The Hongkong Bank, with several 
acres of Innd opposite {ts premises 
after this reclamation (now part of 
Statue Square) retained Its: foreshore 
rights, and the garden space opposite 
the Bank premises fs Its property. 


There has been o certain amount of 
amaller reclamation work from time to 
time, but the blagest project In the 
Colony's history was the Prayn East 
scheme, which wns practically com- 
pleted by 1928, being soon covered with 
buildings, extending the area of Wan- 
chal district to more than double its 
previous size.. In the course of this 
work, a larse partion of Morrison T1413, 
near the Naval Hospital, was cul away 
—nand it would have been levelled com- 
pletely had it not proved to be almost 
solld rock. 


With all these extensions of land on 
the island, the molniand had not been 


yearn, 


neglected., Reclamation of the seafront 
nt Kowloon Point brought Innd on 
which the Rallway to the Chinese 
border, connecting the Colony with 
Canton overland, was constructed in 
1006-11; ond the huge Kal Tak re. 
clamation, of fifteen yenrs ogo, resulted 
in making an area avaliable for the 
present nirport. 


PEAK AND KOWLOON HOMES. 


On the Island, a low-level tramway 
came Into belng in 1904; but the Pen 
asamway Company has’ a compurae 
tively ofd history, and to ita construc 
tlon of .n. cable railway enn be attri- 
buted the development’ of the Peak 
area as a European residential suburb. 
The service up the Peak was opened jn 
May. 1888, and much of the building 
of houses and levelling of sites on the 
upper levels has followed slnce that

However, “Penk .residence was in 
vostue much cariler, and soveral houses 
built before 1888 stand to-day, ‘The 
Governor's Peak residence has alrendy 
been mentioned, and naval sana- 
torlum hud also existed ato time when 
the only means of access was by chair, 
Str Hercules Robinson, then Governor, 
ordered the cutting of the path to 
Victorin Penk, carried out in 1059-60, 
The military authorities then  bullt. a 
sanatorium on the: Penk, in 1862, but 
the project was not n success, By 1879, 
however, .the Idea of dwelling gy the 
Peak so ns to be out of the summer- 
me heat, had become 
Much of the eredit for the development 
of the Penk gocs fo: the Iate Mr 
Granvilte Sharp, who despite Jack of 
support, continued his advocacy of the 
iden, and was one of the carilest Peak 
residents.

SOME OF TUE CIVILIANS 


To come to eiviilan pioneers, we have 
Morrison Hill probably jointly named 
after Mr J Morrison, son of the 
famous: sinologue the Rey. Dr ‘Robert 
Morrison (who died fust over six years 
before Hongkong became a British 
possession? and his Wlustrious father. 
Mr J. Ro Morrison was Chinese 


Secretary to Captaln Eltfot, and later 
became an member of the first 
Legislative Councll, which was con- 
stitufed In April, 1843.

In January, 1857, someone at the 
bakery mixed arsenite with the bresd, 
but uned such no quantity ‘that after 
very little had been eaten the effects’ 
were felt. and the attempt failed; 
though some 400 Ejiropeans became ill, 
some of them being fora time in a 
serious condition. Mr Duddell’s con- 
tract was to start jn April. that year, 
but the authorities Induced him to take 
it up’ earlivr, after the poisoning 
attempt, No evidence could be pro- 
duced to convict the Chinese baker or 
any of his assistants,

How Colony Has 
Grown 


To make a comparison be- 
tween. trade, finance, popula- 
tlon, public’ health and other 
statistics of the carly days of - 
Hongkong and the present time, 
It Is necessary to tefer to the 
year 1844. No records are to 
be found between 1841 and 1844. 

However, in 1841 the Chincse 
population was estimated at 
5,650, while there was present 
in the Colony o garrison of 700 
men, In 1939 the total popula- 
tlon of the Colony was estimat- 
ed at 1,050,256, based on the 

- 1921 census, and. Is probably, 
larger to-day. ; 

The first record of the 
European population occurs in 

* 1814, which shows that 454 
non-Chinese were reaident here. 

In the same year, 538 ships, 
total tonnage 189,257, entered 
the harbour, In 1939, a ‘total 
of 74,617 ships, with tonnage of 
30,897,918, came to Hongkong. 

Revenue fn 1844 amounted to 
£63,269, which is equivalent 
to $1,020,304 at the present rate 
of exchange, Estimated re- 
venue for 1940-41 Is $50,861,470. 

Expenditure fn 1844. amount- 
ed to £53,308 ($849,728), 
whereas cstimated expenditure 
for 1940-42 Es $51,302,178,» *

SCANDAL POINT 

Two excellent exanpies exist in 
Scandal Point. and Seven and Slxpenny 
Hl!, both named by some military wits 
uzzling to many who are 
unuware of thelr origin. They com- 
prise two small adjoining arens in 
military property above Queen's Road, 
opposite the Naval Yard. . 

Scandal Polnt was so termed because 
it wos to.this ploce, in former days, that 
the Indies, and presumably some men 
escorts, used to stroll from St John’s 
Cathedral ofter Sunday afternoon ser- 
vice, and meet to exchange gossip—and 
scandal. The piace fs now. barred “td 
the cnsual stroller, having been bullt 
over with milltary establishments.

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HISTORY OF 


Bound up with the history of Hongkong is the 


‘history of the old. “hongs” 


or. business -firms,. some of 


which prospered and produced veritable merchant 
prinees, while others were unable to weather the 
vicissitudes cf early commercial competition, and failed. 


Whatever the fate of these old mercantile enterprises, 
- they played a great part in bringing prosperity to the 


Colony; their principals did: 


much for thie betterment of 


". the social life of the community, and several were cham- 


pions of reform, so that their influence for good is, felt 


even to-day. 


In 8 brief notice of some older business firms, much of the 
romance of thelr foundation must necessarily be omitted, and it 
must be left to some special scribe (as was the case with Jardine, 


Matheson and Company) to write their full history. 


It Is not 


possible to do more in the present article than note the origin 
J and subsequent progress of certain companies whose foundation 

dates back to the early years of Hongkong, or heyond, of whose 

advent brought some Important change in local conditions.

Matheson, Bart) they took ever the 
concern and in due course made it. one 
of the best-known iy the Far Enst, 
Thelr .tnterests, apart from Imports 
and exporta, extended to shipping, 
mulnly for the purpose of carrying 
thelr own goods, nnd Insurance, One 
of the firm's subuidjarics was the Can- 
ton Insurance Ofice, ‘started as far 
back ax 1804, 

Jardine and Mathesan faced keen 
competition, as did olher merchants -of 
the time, on the part of the Bast 
Indin Company, which retained oa 
Jmonopoly that gave them on advantage; 
but this monopoly came to on end in 
1834, und that advantage went with it.

Another Hongkong business Orm of 
very long standing, Shewan, «Tomes 
and Company, can trace ity origin to 
a period before this Colony bad been 
tuken over, th foundation of the 
business going back to 1818, when its 
predecessors, Samuel Mussell nnd 
Company, commenced trading at Can- 
fon, This was an American Contpany, 
founded by Mr. Samuct Russell, of 
Conneticut; and in 1824, when more 
partners joined him, the concern be- 
came Russell and Company, It is 
posibla-to- trace -its-actumt-Chinn - corte 
neetlon pack to 1603, whem the Ameri- 
can hot of Perking and Company 
want opened by Colonet T. H. Perkins

The business soon prospered, having 
nyents in England, France,’ and India, 
_ besides the United States. In the 
“ttle a branch was opened In Hong 
kong, In Queen's Rood, and shipping 
and Insurance were among the activit- 
leg of the firm, which soon took Sts 
place nmonys the big hongs. 

In 1891, the Inte Mr Robert Gordon 
Shownn came out to the Colony as a 
young man and fJolned Russell ond 
Company, having been engaged in 
London, and being destined to give 
his name to the concern at na Inter 
dnote. It was in 1891, when the business 
was reorganised, that Russell and 
“Company was taken over by Mr 
Showan) as Shewan and Company; 
and when he was Joined in 1095 
by the Inte Mr , A. Tomes 
as, a. partner, the” present’ name 
whs .ndopted, Shipping, Insurance, 
rope manufacture, cement manuface 
ture, and electrieal power production, 
have. been nmong the enterprises 
sponsored by .the Company.

In 1835, 
Dent and ‘Company (which some years 
Jater met with disaster) decided to 
found o second insurance business nt 
Canton, where onty one then existed, 
nnd where cargoes were increasing 
with. the extinctlon of the East India 
Company's monopoly, The — orlinal 
subsertbers are belleyed to have been 
Dent and Ca, Jardine, Matheson and 
Co. Turner and Co. and Russell and 
Co, the first three British ond. the

When British subjects were ordered 
to Macao from Canton in 1830, owing

In? July, 1864, Dent and Company 
Issued (he prospectus’ of ‘the Hong- 
kong; ond Shanghal Bank, with a 
capital of $3,000,000 ond shares at $250 
ench; and the subscription having been 
a success, the Bank commenced busi- 
ness nt the very opening of the year 
1805. The first premises were at No, 1, 
Queen's Road, which was named 
Wardley House (hence the naming of 
Wardley Street. alongside)—rented 
Bremines, which were purchased in’ 

Wardicy House was demolished in 
1882 for tho croction of a handsome 
Bank building, and until thls was com- 
pleted jn 1984, business was carried on 
from premises nt the corner of Jubilec 
Street nnd Des Voeux Road (then near 
tho waterfront).’ The new building, in 
turn, gave place to the present. fine 
structure. built largaly. over the old 
site, It was officintly opened on Octo- 
ber 10, 1035. While the demolition of 
the former bullding was, in progress,
